DUESSELDORF ,(AP). — The 
West German Olympic Committee 
voted by a strong margin yesterday 
to follow U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's Olympic boycott initiative 
and keep Its team home from the 
Moscow Summer Games. 

By a vote of 59-40, the national 
Olympic committee accepted a 
boycott under “the current political 
conditions,” committee president 
WH11 Daume announced. 

In Washington, the White House 


Issued a statement in which Carter 
said the West German action was 
“a courageous decision." 

On Tuesday, when the French 
Olympic Committee voted to par- 
ticipate in the Games. Carter ad- 
ministration sources ex pr essed dis- 
appointment. But they said the 
West German vote was more 
significant because “many nations 
have said they will follow Germany 
whereas few are expected to follow 
France." 


The source said the U.S. hopes 
the Dutch. Rjluiis and Spanish will 
follow the German :ea-i. 

The vote came after an emotional 
four-hour debate a hotel 
ballroom in this Rhineland city and 
climaxed months of controversy in 
West Germany over the U.S.

Burg calls Cairo move

Police arrest 23 at 
pro-Kahane protest

Police were holding 23 people last 
night at the Russian Compound In 
Jerusalem after they were arrested 
during an illegal demonstration 
against the administrative deten- 
tion or Rabbi Melr Kahane. 
Kahane, meanwhile, was in a near- 
by cell awaiting a Sunday morning 
resumption of the proceedings at 
the Jerusalem District Court 
president's office on the Defence 
Ministry request to Jail him. 

The demonstrators, who did not 
apply for a permit, gathered out- 
side Prime Minister Menahem 
Begfn's house In Talbieh at 4 p.m., 
after it became clear that Kahane. 
the Kach leader, would be held at 
least until Sunday. 

Police at the scene told the es- 
timated 50 demonstrators to dis- 
perse. When they didn't move fast 
enough, arrests began. The 
demonstrators began to disperse, 
but they congregated outside the 
Kings Hotel on Bing George Street 
and again further up the street, out- 
slde the Jewish Agency. At each 
point, 'police systematically 


arrested demonstrators. 

Yesterday evening a bandful of 
Kach supporters announced plans 
for a demonstration outside 
magistrates court this morning. 

Police said last night that some of 
the demonstrators arrested will he 
brought to court on charges of dis- 
turbing the peace. 

[ Police sources refused to confirm 

i reports that, during questioning of 
the demonstrators, police were try- 
ing to identify Kach members 
wanted for participation in 
previous demonstrations led by 
Kahane in West Bank towns. 
Arrested with Kahane was Baruch 
Green, who is also being held under 
the detention order. 

Earlier in the day, Jerusalem 
District Court President Felix Lan- 
dau heard five hours of debate 
between District Attorney Michael 
Kirsch and K&hane’s lawyer, 
Rahamim Cohen, on the law under 
which Kahane was arrested. 

At the resumed proceedings on

Tension high after 
clash near Hanita

WASHINGTON. — The U.S- was 
surprised yesterday by Egypt’s an- 
nouncement that it was suspending 
the autonomy negotiations once 
again. 

The State Department said that 
the U.S. ambassador in Egypt, 
Alfred Atherton, bas been In- 
structed to .seek clarification about 
the annou ncement, which stunned. 
U.S. offlcials.here in Washington, 
Well-placed U.S. sources Insisted 
that the latest development was not 
a crisis, adding that the autonomy 
talks were expected to resume 
shortly. 

The sources pointed out that 
Egypt's stated reason for breaking 
off the talks — moves in the Knesset 
■ to anchor, the status of united 
Jerusalem' in a new law — was bas- 
ed on faulty wire service reports. 
Washington was informing Cairo 
that the proposed Israeli law had 
merely been referred to committee 
and not yet passed.

The British -m ade film was aired 
Monday night on 240 Public Broad- 
casting System stations in the U.S. 
There were protests by Saudi Ara- 
bian officials and others to halt the 
telecast, which was a dramatiza- 
tion of the 1978 execution of a 19- 
year-old Saudi Arabian princess 
and her commoner lover for 
adultery. 


Ministerial pay rises put off

Life returned to normal, but ten- 
sion remained high in Galilee 
yesterday after a search far in- 
filtrators was called off in the mor- 
ning. 

At 9:10 Wednesday night three 
terrorists were killed some 600 
metres from the outer fence of Kib- 
butz Hanita In Western Galilee. It 
was originally suspected that not 
all the Infiltrators — who bad made 
their way to Israel through Dutch 
UNIFIL oositions and the 
Christ! an-Moelem TniifHa lines fn 
Southern Lebanon — had been ac- 
counted tor.

The three, all dressed In civilian 
clothing end heavily armed with 
Kalashnikov assault rifles, 
grenades and explosives, were kill- 
ed in a lightning clash seconds after 
they had cut the border fence. 


There were no Israeli casualties. 

Israeli forces, in anticipation of 
trouble over Jerusalem Day and 
the May 16 anniversary of 
statehood, had been placed on a 
' general alert earlier in the week. 
Measures to protect the Lebanese 
border were also stepped up after 
the terror attack on Kibbutz Misgav 
Am on April 7 in which three 
Israelis died. Six years ago yester- 
day 24 adults and schoolchildren 
were massacred at M&'aloL 

The terrorists killed at Hanita 
were found to be carrying 
propaganda leaflets and a Palesti- 
nian flag. They also had a list of 
security prisoners being held in 
Israel, Indicating that they intend- 
ed taking hos t ages. According to 
one report they had Intended being' 
flown to Iran after the exchange 
was carried out. 

In a statement from Damascus 
issued yesterday the PFLP said 
that a “suicide squad" had at- 
tacked an Israeli army barracks. 
The PFLP said the battle lasted 
three hours and a spokesman said 
several Israelis were killed.

Kennedy challenges 
Carter to debate 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Senator Edward Kennedy said 
yesterday he would give up his 
quest for the presidency if Presi- 
dent Jimmy Garter agreed to a 
face-to-face debate with him and 
then went on to win the last round of 
Democratic Party primary elec- 
tions. 

Kennedy made his dramatic — 
but carefully hedged — offer to quit 
the Democratic presidential race In 
a campaign speech delivered in Los 
Angeles, the text of which was 
issued here. 

He made clear he was offering 
the president & choice: submit to a 
face-to-face debate on campaign 
Issues or face a bitter battle at the 
Democratic presidential 
nominating convention in August. 

“If there Is such a debate," he 
said, "then I will regard the June 3 
primaries as a referendum — and I 
will abide by the results that day. If 
Mr. Garter wins the most votes on 
June 3, after a debate. I will 
withdraw. 

“If I prevail, I will continue in 
this race and I expect to win the 
no m i n ation." 

Tn the June 3 primary finale, 
eight states will choose nearly one- 
quarter of all the nominating con- 
vention delegates, 

Carter is far out front in the race 
for the Democratic nomination and 
has repeatedly spurned Kennedy's 
demands for a debate on economic 
and foreign policy issues. 

By unofficial count, the president 
has 1,533 of the 1.666 delegates 
needed to win the nomination. The 
senator is credited with 820.

Home water up by 44% — for now

Water for household use will go up 
by 44 per cent immediately, and by 
a total of 90 per cent by October, the 
Knesset committee on water decid- 
ed yesterday after a debate lasting 
several weeks. 

The immediate price rises will go 
into effect as soon as they are 
published in "Reshumot," the of- 
ficial gazette. 

For home use, the water which 
the local authority buys for 70 new 
agorot will be sold to consumers for 

151.40 per cubic metre for the first 8 
cu.m. The next 8 com. will cost 

152.40 each, and each one after that 
will cost IS3.80. 

The prices will rise again in Oc- 
tober to IS 1.85, 132.90 and IS4.60 


respectively. 

Any household with more than 
four people In It can pay the lowest 
price for an additional 8 cu.m, per 
additional person. 

The price of water for agriculture 
will jump by about 48 per cent — 
from 35.4 to 52.4 new agorot per 
cubic metre. 

The relatively moderate rise in 
the cost of water for farmers came 
in opposition to tbe government 
request, apparently because of the 
strength or the farm interest In the 
Knesset. 

The government was asking to 
raise the price for farmers to 65 
new agorot. Tbe Knesset's 
resistance will cost the Treasury 
about IS 200m. for the year, which 
was not taken into consideration in 
the budget.

100,000 riot in S. Korean cities 


SEOUL, South Korea (UPI). — 
More than 100.000 university 
students battled riot police yester- 
day In fighting that raged Into the 
night in Seoul and provincial towns 
in the worst anti-government 
demonstrations in 10 years. 

Police estimated 70.000 students 
from 33 universities in Seoul fought 
running battles with police who 
fired tear gas and swung clubs. 
Another 30.000 students turned out 
in provincial town? In demands for 
democratic reforms and an end to 
martial law. 

The demonstrations in Seoul turn- 
ed more violent at nightfall, and 


one report said 30 people were in- 
jured. 

Witnesses said students com- 
mandeered a city bus in one inci- 
dent. ordered the passengers off 
and ran down four police with It. 

Jn (mother clash, the students 
hurled, a Molotov cocktail and set 
ablaze a .police car. The 
demonstrators also tried to seise 
three police buses parked near the 
city hall. 

The three days of street violence 
prodded Prime Minister Shin Hyon 
Hwack to issue statement calling on 
the students to refrain from further 
disruptions and to trust the govern- 


ment. 

Shin indicated the government 
would work ' with parliament- to 
speed political reforms demanded 
by the students. He warned, 
however, that authorities will lose 
patience if the students carried 
their protests too far. 

“There is still no change in the 
government plan to adopt a new 
constitution and hold a presidential 
election early next year to turn over 
power to a newly elected 
government,” he said. The 
students, - however, have been 
demanding that the transfer to 
democratic rule come much 
earlier. 


Carter tries to halt illegal Cuban refugees

WASHINGTON. — President Jim-' 
my Carter moved on Wednesday to 
shut off the illegal boatlift of Cuban 
refugees to the U.S. but offered to 
provide government transportation 
to Cubans seekd seeking reunifica- 
tion with their families In the U.S. if 
Fide! Castro agrees. 

Acting after the 3-week-old flow 
of refugees neared 40.000/ Carter 
announced' that beginning im- 
mediately the U.S. will accept only 
Cubans with relatives in the U.S. 
Cuban political prisoners and those 
Cubans who have taken refuge in 
the U.S. diplomatic mission and the 
Peruvian Embassy In Havana. 

He ordered the Coast Guard and 
law enforcement agencies im- 
mediately to begin levelling fines 
and seizing the vessels bringing 
Cubans to the U.S. Including those 
boats that were at sea Wednesday 
as part of the boatlift between Cuba 
and Key West, Florida. 

Carter said the U.S. will provide 
air or sea transportation to 
Cubans who qualify for entry to the 
U.S. under this latest policy, but 
only if Castro first agrees to allow 
American officials to screen poten- 


tial refugees in Havana to assure 
that they fit into one of the four 
categories. 

Carter acknowledged be has no 
assurance that the Cuban president 
will agree to these conditions, 
which seemed unlikely; and White 
House officials said that, In that 
event, the government will “en- 
force the law vigorously” In an ef- 
fort to halt the Cuban exodus. 

Late on Wednesday, the Coast 
Guard began making hourly radio 
transmissions to all boats In the 
waters between South Florida and 
Cuba, warning American boat 
owners to return to the U.S. without 
refugees or face fines and seizure of 
their vessels. Presidential assistant 
Jack Watson said the number of 
boats Involved in the boatlift on 
Wednesday was not known, but he 
estimated there were 1,400 bpats at 
the Cuban port of Marlel, where the 
refugees board for the hazardous 
145- km', trip to'Key West.

tons of ammunition, 250 tons of dry 
food and other supplies, 100 tons of 
meat and other refrigerated 
products. 

The Canisteo is needed in the 
Mediterranean to keep Sixth Fleet 
warships there in beans, bullets and 
fbel. But would it be safe to steam 
across the Atlantic, given the shor- 
tages of trained sailors? In an Inter- 
view aboard his ship, Capt. 
Fredrickson explained why his 
answer was "no" when be ad- 
dressed that question shortly after 
taking command on March 14. 

"Naval officers are lots of 
things," said Fredrickson, a former 
jet pilot. "One of the things we are 
is problem solvers. And you've got 
to solve them by taking the heady, 
rational approach." Under ideal 
conditions,. Fredrickson explained, 
the Canisteo would have nine bofler 
te c hnicians from 3rd class petty of-. 


things, make sure the boilers do not 
blow up. . 

Tending boilers below deck is hot, 
dirty work, with on-duty days at sea 
running as long as 18 hours. The 
Canisteo’ s power plant is 35 years 
old and needs constant attention. 

Not enough skilled boiler tenders 
are re-enlisting to man the fleet, 

despite the bonuses for doing so. 

The Navy figured the Canisteo 
should get seven boiler technicians 
from those available. Skipper 
Fredrickson found himself with 
only two. 

SIMILARLY, the book calls for the. 
Canisteo to have a maximum of 13 
machinists mates. The ship’s fair 
share of limited manpower would 
be eight. But Fredrickson found 
himself with only six.

Fredrickson added, "that it takes 
about five years to get about five 
years' experience. The higher skill 
positions are holding me back." 

AS A STOPGAP. Fredrickson said 
he will take his ship out from Nor- 
folk to train his green crew rather 
than remain at the pier an the time 
like a. beached whale. 


But, as for going on a full deploy- 
ment at sea, "We had to say. this is 
It"’ Fredrickson said. "I’m official- 
ly rating the ship as unsafe to 
operate. It is not known how long 
it will remain In this category. 

Was it embarrassing to be the 
first skipper to make that 
declaration? 

"I don’t look at it that way. It's a 
professional thing." 

When the Canisteo had enough 
skilled sailors aboard, it won seven 
out of seven performance com- 
petitions at sea as well as the name 
"Supership" for its refuelling In the 
Mediterranean early last year. 

Escorting a visitor down the 
ladders to the gangplank leading off 
his ship. Skipper Fredrickson pinn- 
ed a yellow and black button on the 
visitor's lapel. It had a big "B" for 
excellence, recalling happier 
times. "USS Canisteo. Number One 
ship in the fleet." 

On the same day, by coincidence, 
Adm. Hayward was telling an 
audience In Washington: 

"The hemorrhage of talent 
represented by the loss of mid- 
grade petty officers and officers to- 
day Is an issue that sooner or later 
will become a national one.

WHAT KREMLIN thinking preced- 
ed the department's establishment 
two years ago will probably remain 
a mystery. But among experts on 
Soviet affairs in Germany there is a 
strong feeling that none less than 
Zamyatin himself gave the im- 
petus. partly because he was bored 
with his previous job as director 
general of Tass. the official Soviet 
news agency, partly because he felt 
the Kremlin really needed an effec- 
- ., 'irevjir- .•■'*! to c n n-d!nate its 
i.unciate

Be that as it may, choosing him 
for the job was a rare Soviet master 
stpoke. As any correspondent who 


has ever dealt with him knows, 
Zamyatin la a total professional, 
both as a diplomat and as a 
propagandist. 

A graduate of- Moscow's 
prestigious High Diplomatic 
School, he joined the Soviet foreign 
mini stry at age 24 in 1946 and sprat 
many years, abroad, in diplomatic 
posts in New York and Vienna. 
From 1960 to 1962, be headed the 
foreign ministry’s American desk, 
then took charge of the press 
department for eight years, a posi- 
tion tantamount to being the 
Kremlin's official spokesman. 

Zamyatin — It was no secret In 
Moscow in those days — was hoping 
for a top ambassadorship. London. 
Bonn, perhaps even Washington to 


replace Anatoly Dobrynin, Ms long- 
time mentor, who has been in that 
job since 1961. Instead, in the wake 
of Kremlin infighting in the spring 
of 1970. Zamyatin was sent to take 
charge of Taas. But it soon became 
apparent that he ’ had a much 
larger, unofficial, role as 
Brezhnev’s spokesman. - “ 

Whenever Brezhnev travelled 
abroad in the West or when Western 
heads of government came to 
Moscow, there was Zamyatin 
managing the news and the news 
conferences and being his master’s 
voice with consummate mul- 
tilingual skill. He is still doing that 
in his new Job. 

Moreover, no top Soviet offic ial is 
more visible these days. Within the 


past 18 months he has been almost 
omnipresent at summit meetings 
and international conferences in 
Vienna, Budapest, East Berlin, 
Stockholm, Helsinki, Bonn, Cologne 
' and Munich. 

FT WAS, apparently. Zamyatin who 
also chose Falln as his top deputy in 
the new propaganda department. 
The choice, from the Kremlin van- 
tage point, was equally brilliant 

Born in Leningrad, the son of a 
history professor, he Is what they 
call “a diplomat's diplomat.” After 
graduating from Moscow's 
Institute of International Relations 
In i960, he entered the foreign ser- 
vice, held a number of key posts 
and by 1966 was named head of the 
so-called Second European depart- 
ment, responsible for Britain and 
Commonwealth affairs, then took 
charge of the third department, 
which deals with Germany and 
Austria. 

In 1971, he was named am- 
bassador to Bonn where, soft- 
spoken but tough-minded, highly 
sociable but discreet, officials still 
regret his departure. In his new job, 
he has been on the interview, lec- 
ture and conference circuit almost 
Incessantly. 

Kobysh, a print and broadcasting 
Journalist, served as a correspon- 
dent in the U.S. and Latin America 
for many years. Ignatenko was an 
editor of the daily "Korn- 
somolskaya Pravda,” the Com- 
munist Youth League paper, for 
many years, and from 1975 to 1978 
Zamyatin's deputy at Tass.

They are 
wejl-travelled, we 11: infolded, 
educated and highly skilled 
propagandists who are charged 
with actively promoting Soviet 
policies and actions and shaping 
perceptions of current affairs. 

In a sense, they pose more of a 
challenge, even a threat, to 
Western policy-makers than the 
- Soviet Union's military arsenal. In 
a new cold war, they would be for- 
midable opponents. 
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JKRUSAliKM HAY was com- 
nu'nioratrd by Israel Television in 
a way that met with my complete 
approval. Kver since ultra- 
Onhodox groups developed so 
much political clout, they have dis- 
played a tendency to extend their 
dominion over the holidays we

THE EXCERPTS from David 
Perlav's prize-winning film about 
pre-unification Jerusalem were 
fascinating, but the presentation 
suffered from a paucity of commen- 
tary. The photography was ex- 
cellent. but I was dying to be told 
whnt was going on. Who were all 
those people? How were the pic- 
tures of the other side of the wail 
taken? Mysterious monks and other 
characters prowled around. 

Then there were those 
marvellous shots taken in the early 
years of the century by a portly 
gentleman wearing a skull-cap, but 
he too was never adequately In- 
troduced to us. I was dying to know 
all about him. and why he had gone 
wandering around Jerusalem with 
an' old-fashioned camera long 
before the Balfour Declaration was 
drafted. 

I complain - generally that too 
many programmes are all talk and 
that they lack action and the mov- 
ing eye of the camera: here, for a 
change, I was dying 1 , for some ver- 
biage. 

Dan Almagor's "I Sang to Tou, 
My Country" was a gem, although I 
cannot say that I found It as closely 
associated with Jerusalem as had 
been claimed in the advance 
notices. It is hard' to follow the link 
between Eliza Doolittle and the 
Holy City, apart from Professor 
Higgins's reference to the Hebrews 
learning our language backwards, 
which he found absolutely frighten- 
ing. I suppose that Tevye’s desire to 
be a rich man has a certain tie-in 
witb our lives here — are we 
Jerusalemites not anxious to show 
how much good we could do for 
humanity if only we were rewarded 
In the way we deserve? 

But the irrelevance was of no 
moment: it was a delight to hear 
Rivka Raz and Shmuel Rodens ky 
singing with such art and style.

The song that was really relevant 
to the occasion, of course, was 
"Jerusalem of Gold;” we heard alL 
- the details of how Naomi Shemer's 
lovely song came to he com- 
missioned and sung davka on the 
eve of Carnal Abdul Nasser's ill- 
judged moves that resulted in the 
Six Day War a few weeks later. It Is 
undoubtedly a marvellous song In 
its own right, but the coincidence of 
the lady's yearning for Jerusalem 
just when our enemies were about 
to march made It a historic event. It 
became for us what Rouget de 
Lisle's “La Marseillaise" was to 
the revolutionaries or Julia Ward 
Howe's “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic" was to the Union soldiers 
of the American Civil War. 

Strictly entre nous, I must admit 
that prior to bearing Shemer's 
song, I had never heard anybody in 
Jerusalem express the slightest 
desire to get on the roadto Jericho, 
or to see any of the other things for 
which she yearned so convincingly 
tapart from the Western Wall. Most 
Jerusalemites seemed to have ' 
come to terms with the fact that 
certain roads terminated abruptly 
in a wall or In no-man's land. Her 
song, combined with Nasser's ill- 
judged ambition and Hussein's fol- 
ly, made us suddenly aware of what 
we were missing. 

Meron Benvenistl, who did so 
much to make the unification work 
when he was Teddy Kollek'a right 
hand man. was asked on the late 
news to compare the euphoria of 13 
years ago with the sad reality of to- 
day. He was very subtle in his inter- 
pretation of the situation, and, 
while not over-optimistic, offered 
some hope of our reaching a work- 
ing agreement with the Arabs on 
how to disagree and still live 
together In one city. I hope he ls 
right. 

ELI NISSAN'S "Free Admission" 
was devoted this week to the 
public's right to know, and very 
convincing I found it to be. He had 


assembled for the occasion, a very 
strong panel of newspaper people, 
all of them convinced that cen- 
sorship or other efforts by “them" 
to control the dissemination of in- 
formation about what "they" are 
up to are dangerous and un- 
democratic. I agreed: I think we all 
agreed. 

• If the programme had a fault, 
which 1 deny, it was the complete 
'absence of somebody really compe- 
tent who was prepared to argue for 
the suppression of the truth and the 
suggestion ot the false In regard to 
the actions of the government or 
others we' put In authority over us. 
It is always a pleasure to hear Han- 
na Zemer telling us, with that 
lucidity and clarity which X admire 
so much In her, exactly what I 
myself think. 

Admittedly. Elyakim Ha'etzni of 
Ktryat Arba suggested that 
although he was a great believer in 
democracy, we should be 
somewhat sparing in the use of It, 
and should not aim to he more 
democratic than' Great Britain, 
where there, are limitations on tell- 
ing all to everyone. MK Yehuda 
Ben-Meir pointed out that the 
public's right to know while clear, 
must be considered In the light of 
other rights, such as the right of the 
individual to privacy and the duty 
to protect the state. 

On the whole, however, 
everybody was more or less un- 
animous that full knowledge of 
what is going on is essential to 
enable us to choose the kind of 
leaders we : deserve. In passing, 
may I ask diffidently whether we- 
really deserved those we have now 
got?

OWING TO circumstances entirely 
within my control, I only switched 
cm to watch the fatal basketball 
match at half-time.

result Is that the public la becoming 
increasingly involved in a beauty 
contest and not In the choice of real 
leadership. 

What la occurring now — and this 
■ has been highlighted by recent pop- 
ularity polls In respect of the two 
major groupings in the country — is 
a tendency towards beauty contests 
as opposed to a contest oh issues. 
The opinion polls rarely relate the 
politicians to issues. The net result 
is that the criterion for choosing an 
individual seems to be general 
appearance and the impression of 
being “a good fellow,” somebody 
whom you could take a liking to. 

THERE IS an alarming tendency to 
ignore the attitude of a particular 
Individual towards various national 
Issues. This tendency to avoid 
Issues and to concentrate instead on 
outward appearances, to ignore 
past records and to place the 
emphasis rather on superficial im- 
pressions. is one of the greatest 
dangers to the future of a 
democracy like Israel’s. 

Given the criteria which apply to- 
day, I doubt whether Ben-Gurlon, 
were he alive now and in his prime, 
would do very well In the current 
opinion polls.

not only distorting the whole Issue 
of leadership and thus endangering 
our body politic, it is also a cause of 
the government's ‘failure to 
organize Itself properly in order to 
meet the challenges of the times.

I am 
sure the Egyptians never thought 
they would have it so easy. 

The Ust of Camp David blunders 
Is long, and in time they will all 
come to light, as they have been ex- 
posed one by one during the 
autonomy negotiations. 

THE EGYPTIAN demands for & 
partnership in the body to decide 
the security arrangements in the 
territories assume that those 
territories will ultimately be under 
full Arab, Palestinian or 
Palestinian-plus, sovereignty. 

Having learned by now how easy 
it is to extract concessions from the 
Israeli leaden in return for virtual- 
ly nothing, they are sure that they 
will be able to obtain from Israel 
this important demand, which goes 
naturally with sovereignty — the 
exclusive right of the state to be in 
full command of its security. 

In a way Israel should be grateful 
for the terrorist activists in the 
territories, for in the last few weeks 
.they have been a reminder of what 
may be expected from the "self- 
governing authority" governing the 
fully- autonomous region. 

No co-existence, but continued 
tension, I predicted in these 
columns more than a year ago. 
Those who talk about co-existence 
in the Middle East — where 
relations between peoples, nations 
and religions are defined In terms 
of ruler and ruled — are day- 
dreaming. 

Co-existence based on equality 
with non-Arab non-Moslems is a 
totally strange notion to the Islamic 
culture as well as to Arab-Moslem 
politics. 

One should always remember 
that the establishment of Israel lz 
regarded by Arabs and Moslems as 
a reversal In Islamic and Arab 
history. 

" Arab- In lam could not accept in 
our time a political situation of even 
lesser magnitude In Lebanon, 
where Christians, according to the 
constitution, have equal rights with 
Moslems and in which Islam Is not 
the religion of the state. 

EGYPT SEEMS to have broken the 
rule of the dhimma: it has accepted, 
through the signing of the peace 
treaty with a formerly dWmmi na- 
tion the possibility of the rever- 
sibUity of jihad. 

On the face of it, this is how things 
look at the moment. The professors 
of Al-Azhar University were sum- 
moned to submit a learned Is l a m ic 
opinion about the subject and they 
produced an admirably frank and 
Islamlcally sound document. 

- The essence of their response was 
that an Islamic leader may con- 
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dude peace with the infidel if this 
peace serves the interests of the 
Islamic state. The Islamic state, 
however, may regard the peace as 
being void when new cir- 
cumstances present themselves, 
whereby the abolition of the peace 
treaty better serves the Moslem in- 
terest. 

However, in spite of this support, 
there are many circles in Egypt, 
particularly after the Khomelnl- 
lnaplred Islamic upsurge in the 
Arab world, that regard the peace 
treaty with Israel as a sin and as a 
political and national degradation. 

' These circles, which Westerners 
iUhwiIm as “fundamentalists" (a 
totally alien term to Islam), have 
no patience for the promises of 
Egyptian policy-makers who 
assure them of the final reduction 
of Israel to the status of a dhimmi 
state. 

The rest of the Arab-Islamlc 
world is even less ready to par- 
ticipate in this exercise. 

THE MOST CRUCIAL aspect in the 
emancipation of « ihimmis — non- 
Arab, non-Moslem peoples — from 
their legal and political status of In- 
feriority Is the ability to defend 
themselves. 

The idea of the dhlmmi's self- 
defence Is diametrically opposed to 
the Islamic notion of dMmma, 
which insists on Islamic protection 
and the acceptance by non- 
Moslems of the political and moral 
superiority of Islam. 

The possession by the 'dhimmi 
people of the means to defend 
themselves Is regarded as an 
aggression against Islam; as 
defiance of the Almighty Himself 
and His predestined cosmic order. 

This is the reason Israel has 
always been described as 
aggressor when it has acted clearly 
In self-defence, and this is why an 
Islamic- Arab attack against Israel 
was always described as an act of 
defence. 

THE CAMP DAVID agreement 
enables the Egyptians to claim that 
they broke the exclusive control of 
Israel over its defence and security. 

When Egypt inserted the clause 
by which three Arab parties will 
take part In determlnlity Israel’s 
security needs, the IMfeli side 
must have been asleep; ■[ cannot 
imagine how otherwise tin would 
have agreed to such & c lrWn . 

The insistence of th» vMptians 
on tearing apart Israeli ak^Kty on 
Its most vital front, togdfcw with 
their newly acquired A&Arlcan 
friends and Arab brethren, Mould 
be rejected outright.

treaty, and, Indeed, of major Im- 
portance to the political Issues fac- 
ing Israel today. 

Yet these three vital issues have 
been concentrated in the hands of 
one minister — Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg. It does not matter how 
able he' and his- assistants may be; 
the fact Is that there, was no con- 
scious decision to concentrate all 
these vital Issues because this 
arrangement would be of benefit to 
the country. The criterion was a 
personal or a party political one. 

AN ACHILLES' heel in Israel’s in- 
ternational posture has been the 
lack of a ministry of information 
and of a minister in the cabinet 
whose sole function Is dealing with 
information and Israel's Image. 
When a minister of information was 
appointed for the first time by 
Prime Minister Golda Meir, it .was 
in order to provide a slot for a 
minister. But when Aharon Yarlv 
resigned aa minister of informa- 
tion, the Issue was not considered 
Important enough to warrant a new 
appointment. Hence, the ministry 



was broken up at a juncture when 
for the first time it appeared aa if 
something positive in this respect 
might be developing. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
campaigned on a platform which 
included the establishment of a 
ministry for overseas information. 
Yet when his appointee a a foreign 
minister, Moshe Dayan, vetoed the 
Idea of establishing such a ministry 
because he was opposed to remov- 
ing the task from the foreign 
ministry, Begin forgot his cam- 
paign promise. Once again, per- 
sonal conslderattona .overcame 
national considerations. 

The recent alarming and sorry 
developments In the West Bank 
have raised the whole question of 
the organization of the ministerial 
relationship to the issues in the 
West Bank. 

I recall that when the military 
government was established in 
1967, the late minister, Eli&hu 
Season, was at the opinion that the 
dangers and possibilities Inherent 
In the territories were so great that 
they warranted the' creation of a

"WHY DO YOU remain in this 
headstrong and ramshackle 
government?" we asked Israel 
Katz, minister of labour and social 
affairs. 

He belongs to the Democratic 
Party, which does not share the 
nationalist fervour of the Likud. It 
bas discussed leaving Prime 
Minister Menahem Be gin's coali- 
tion, but the party council voted In 
April to stay in. 

Dr. Katz himself is. miles apart 
from the Bible-based territorial 
mysticism of Gush Emunim. If he 
has a dogma, it is in the sphere of 
social security And social welfare. 

Educated as a social worker, he 
rose to head the social welfare 
school In the HebrfjwyjJ nlversity , 
became dlqgcto^genyiial of the 
National Insurance Institute, and 
his last pos^bqforejjgterlng the 
cabinet was director of the 
Brookdale Institute for Geron- 
tology. __ 

What matters to him la not Gush 
Emunim' s refusal to sacrifice 
territory, but the gigantic 
territorial sacrifice made In the 
Camp David agreement by the 
government in which he Berves. An 
autonomy agreement is under 
negotiation for the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

But politics are not simple or 
straightforward. "This business of 
putting up Jewish settlements In 
the Arab-populated areas bothers 
me. What Is it for? What does It give 
us?" Extremist forces In the 
cabinet press for It, against the 
resistance of Katz’s party, led by 
Yigael Yadin. 

WHICH leads to the question: what 
kind of man is the prime minister? 
"In the old days I, like all right- 
minded persons, thought him a 
fascist. But I’ve got to know him 
better in the last two years. He has 
great integrity, and he's got 
backbone. 

"If all we humans work on four 
cylinders, he previously worked on 
five. Now he has dropped one — not 
on account of any loss of health. It's 
what he gave up at Camp David. 
There was an internal strife In him 
that took Its tolL" 

Is not the gap between Katz’s 
views and those of his colleagues at 
the cabinet table Intolerably wide? 
He grins at our apparent political 
naivete. "You know, former 
governments had it easy. They did 
not face the kind of problems that 
tear men apart. 

"The Issues of borders, of what 
territories to give up, of how to en- 
sure security against future attack 
— they used to be theoretical 
questions. The All on Plan was con- 
jured up, and other convenient for- 
mulae. What if the Arabs had 


special ministry with a minister 
who would devote his time ex- 
clusively to the administered 
territories. Dayan, as defence 
minister, concentrated most of his 
efforts in this field, with undoubted 
success, but this was at the expense 
of other aspects of the defence es- 
tablishment. 

There have been complaints 
recently that the present defence 
minister Ezer Welzman, has not 
devoted .enough time to the 
territories and to the military 
government, with the result that 
there bas frequently been evidence 
of the lack of a guiding hand. The 
recent developments speak for 

themselves. 

While Welzman accepts respon- 
sibility for what has occurred, the 
question remains whether it is 
humanly possible for an Individual, 
however able he might he, to effec- 
tively control all the Issues which a 
defence minister must control to- 
day. They Include the largest 
economic and industrial complex 
and the largest administrative 
organization In the country, the 
problems of long-range planning 
and of day-to-day war 
preparedness of the armed forces, 
the numerous involved aspects 
arising out of the Israel-Egypt 


peace treaty negotiations, the 
highly complex problems — 
political, international and military 
— In South Lebanon, and to top all 
this, the control of a complex area 
such as the West Bank and Gaza 
with a large Arab population and 
the countless Intricate political 
problems with which It abounds. 

Raising such an Issue today Is 
perceived as a personal slight 
rather than an approach to an issue 
that directly affects the proper 
functioning of government. 

The fact Is that It must be almost 
humanly impossible for one in- 
dividual to give his full attention to 
this vast gamut of problems and 
deal effectively with them all, aa is 
essential in the circumstances. 
Some aspect or other of this vast 
defence complex must suffer 
sooner or later. But to raise the 
problem is wrongly interpreted aa a 
personal reproach. 

Thus it emerges that this per- 
sonalization of political issues, and 
the failure to create an 
organisational structure on the 
merits of the case, is beginning to 
affect our body politic to a degree 
that is endangering our national ex- 
istence. 

Every issue at governmental and 
party level Is seen Increasingly aa 
being personal. The good of the 
country la Ignored In favour of the 
solution of personal problems. This 
is one of the most dangerous 
processes facing our society today.

Labour and Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz is concentrating his efforts on achiev- 
ing passage of legislation to reform the 
country’s welfare system, writes The

agreed to them? Luckily for the 
Alignment, such baffling 
predicaments did not arise. 

"You remember Dayan's 
celebrated phrase, after the Six- 
Day War: ‘We're waiting for a 
phone call from the Arabs.’ Well, 
that is what the Labour 
governments were doing, waiting 
for a phone call that never came." 

A PORTRAIT of Richard Titmuas, 
celebrated British social scientist 
and Katz's spiritual mentor, graces 
the wall behind his ministerial 
chair. It overshadows Begin's pic- 
ture, which during our interview 
happened to be partly hidden by a 

curtain. ; 

."We were looking tor new ideals, 
for a fresh start. The Democratic 
Movement for Chongs, formed just 
before the last elections, was an act 
of protest against Labour, which 
had been corrupted with the 
passage of time. I wrote out a creed 
on social policy and gave it to Yadin 
before committing myself to his 
party. I wanted to know whether he 
agreed with it." 

But social standards have not im- 
proved since Katz took office. Some 
say the reverse has happened. The 
policies for which he carries 
responsibility have not exactly 
gained him popularity. 

.He raises a disillusioned shoulder. 
,J I don't seek popularity, nor expect 
it." The opportunity Is not there; 
the boom years are over. 
"Everywhere social expenditure is 
being cut, In Sweden, in Britain, In 
the U.S. All countries are affected 
by the oil crisis, not Just Israel. 

"I have tried to protect 
vulnerable sectors of the population 
against the process of erosion. 
Social benefits sure now adjusted 
together with the cost-of-living 
allowance, every three months, if 
the price rise warrants it. 

"More than that: some 
allowances are people's sole means 
of support. They are jacked up 
every time the price hike reaches 10 
per cent, even If the c out-of-Li ving 
allowance is not yet due. 

"This .morning I was in the 
Treasury, trying to get a further 
concession. I asked for an in- 
termediate Increase of 0 per cent. 
Finance Minister Hurvitx wanted to 
know why we couldn't wait until the 
Index had climbed by the requisite 
10 per cent. 

"But you know what that means 
to those In need. The Index is only 
published in the middle of the 
following month, and it takes two or 
three more weeks before the 
allowance falls due. Meanwhile the 
poor cannot make ends meet. 


"We compromised with a 3 per 
cent increase, which means an ex- 
tra IS5m. jgald out by the Treasury. 
A good many 'will thus' be getting a 
measure of financial relief a month 
earlier. 

KATZ PUFFS at his pipe amicably. 
If he does not look like a cabinet 
minister, it Is because he Is so un- 
failingly good-humoured. Utterly 
devoid of pomp and circumstance, 
he treats everybody as an equal, a 
.friend, a person In whom he is 
genuinely interested. 

He is popular with those around 
him, but why not with the wider 
public? “I'll tell you. My successor 
won't be Uked any better than I am. 
Suppose Labour comes back Into 
power, what will they be able to 
do? Restore the subsidies, at a cost of 
billions of shekels? 

WHY DID the DMC break up? The 
party was a mixed bag of nice peo- 
ple, each with his own ideas. "I per- 
sonally hoped that a new social- 
democratic movement would 
" spring up." Not all were erf the same 
view. Some were ex-Labour, some 
came from the Oded movement (of 
Moroccan students), some . were 
well-intentioned individuals with 
little political experience. 

It was almost a chance assort- 
ment of personalities, with no 
overriding discipline. “People fail- 
ed to get along, that’s all," Katz 
believes. Amnon Rubinstein did not 
want Shmuel T&mir to rule the 
roost. Meir Amlt saw himself os se- 
cond in command, but found no 
common ground with his chief, 
Yigael Yadin. 

"The divisions were not really 
ideological. The rift came only a 
month before the Camp David 
agreement. Had the two sides held 
together that much longer, the split 
might never have occurred." 

As to the future? Reunification 
is no longer possible, hostilities ore 
by now too deep-rooted. But there is 
a political vacuum in Israel at the 
centre, between Labour and Likud. 
A large position o_f the ele ctorate 
tell the pollsters they won’t vote for 
either. 

"A new centre party could amass 
support, provided some outside 
catalyst .were found to fuse the 
various elements." 

Which elements? "They could In- 
clude the two DMC fragments, 
perhaps the Dubtin Liberals, people 
in the middle like HUlel Seidel, the 
Rafi of today (Hurvitz, Shovel), 
some of the Labour people.”- 

The problem would be to find a 
leader. Ezer Welzman might fill the 
bill. He is popular, alone, a national 
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figure, a man not closely Identified 
with his or any party — rather as 
Yadin was the last time round. 

WHY NOT break up the coalition 
now, as Welzman himself has 
suggested? Katz disagrees; he 
wants the cabinet to stay In office 
until Its term expires. 

His reason Is not any obsessional 
attachment to his ministerial port- 
folio ("I'm not a political 
careerist," he says), but something 
not altogether altruistic all the 
same. He wants to complete his 
programme of social legislation. 
"1'U confine our conversation to 
three crucial measures." The first 
is the National Pensions Bill, which 
makes sure that everybody 
reaching retirement age has suf- 
ficient means to live. 

The second, also concerning the 
elderly, is the Nursing Care Bill. 
Says Katz; "We must face the 
problem of the aged, the number! 
of over- 55s will increase by 14 per 
cent during the next five years. But 
the number of over-75s will go up by 
48 per cent, almost half. 

"To be 05 is not so terrible. 
Bismarck decided that old age 
begins then, and the whole world 
adopted his formula — even though 
; many people reach their mld-60s in 
the pink of condition. 

"But when they are 10 years 
older, a high proportion find it dif- 
ficult to cope unaided. The average 
family cannot afford to carry this 
burden. Some oldsters are sent to 
private institutions and live under 
-j-, unspeakable conditions. 

"It Is a problem we simply have 
not tackled. I say create a com- 
pulsory insurance fund, at the ex- 
pense of something else (maternity 
or old-age pensions — the reserves 
that have accumulated for these 
purposes are so immense that we 
can safely deflect the necessary 0.8 
per cent from existing monthly con- 
tributions). 

"As the insured persons come to 
need special assistance, the fund 
would supply the necessary 
finance, covering medical care, 
home aid and proper in- 
stitutionalization where necessary. 

"Critics of the proposal say it will 
cost money. Sure it will; but do you 
think that by not making provision 
tor this need the government will be 
able to ignore the problem? Aid will 
be given anyway in the form of 
social welfare, so why not organize 
a proper self-financing scheme 
now?" 

FINALLY THE Minimum incomes 
Bill. It makes sure that nobody 
aged 18 to 64 gets lesq than one- 
quarter of the average wage, if he 
or she is a single person. The 
proposed minimum ranges up to 
47.5 per oent for a married person 
with two children. 

"This will ■ cost the Treasury 
something, but not much," says 
Katz, "because for the most part it 
replaces social welfare. That Itself 
is a very good thing. I want to make 
the welfare bureau deal with 
human problems and stop playing 
the role of paymaster. 

"Money payments should be 
made by the National Insurance 
Institute, using its computers and 
operating according to fixed 
criteria, laid down by law." 

If Katz gets his legislation 
thorough (the Minimum Incomes' 
Bill has already passed its first 
reading in the Knesset), he will 
have' abolished institutionalized 
charity in Israel. The eld will be 
provided for under law, instead of 
being dependent on social 
assistance. The poor will have the 
shortfall in their incomes made up 
to a fixed sum by right, not out of 
philanthropy. 

"It Is worth doing, time presses, 
and we should get these measures 
through before the government's 
term of office expires."

The April index rise was hefty 
despite, the fact that the govern- 
ment postponed certain price rises 
to the end. of the month and the 
beginning of May. 

In the last 12 months, prices, have 
risen by 123 per cent. If the rate for 
the last four months continues, in- 
flation this year will be 120 per cent. 
Since the beginning of. 1980, prices 
have risen by 30.4 per cent. 

Given a base of 100 points for 
average prices in. 1976, the con- 
sumer index now stands at 680.5 
points. Since, the Likud came to 
power about three years ago, prices 
have risen by 440 per cent. 

Wholesale prices have also 
soared — by 9.7 percent in April — 
for a total of 33.1 per cent since the 
beginning of the year. Anyone who 
bought a flat at a price linked to the 
building inputs index is in for a rude 
surprise : it jumped by 13.9 per cent 
in April, and is up 33.6 per cent 
since the start of the year. 

Agriculture inputs also shot up — 
by 9.S per cent in April,- and 34.5 for 
the four months. The figures for in- 
dustry, construction and 
agriculture will affect the index in 
the coming months as well. 

Food prices went up in April by 
5.9 per cent, housing by 9 per cent, 
household maintenance by 12.9 per 
cent. Fruit and vegetable prices 
outdid themselves — by 22.8 per 
cent — and tomatoes were the star 
of the show; 61.6 per cent. Apples 
were up by 49.5 per cent. 

Household furnishings went up by 
7 per cent, clothing and shoes by 
31.3 per cent, health care by 12.7 per 
cent, education and culture by 8.8 1 
per cent, and transportation and 
post by 4.2 per cent 
j. The prices of flats bought from 
private owners went up between 
- October 1979 and March 1980 by 10.1 
per cent compared to the period 
July-December 1979. The price of 
public housing jumped by 28.6 per 
cent.' 

In Jerusalem, private flats in- 
creased, in price by 12.3 per cent in 
Tel .ArittA.5j>*a:: ; cezit, in, Haifa* ,3,5. 
per cent and in other cities an 
average of il.l per cent - 

These rates, which represent a 
drop in real prices, actually 
mitigated the rise in the consumer 
Index. Interim figures show that the 
price of an average 3ft-4-room flat 
In Jerusalem cost IS311.500 in the 
period January -March. In Tel Aviv 
the price was 13212,700, in Haifa 
13170,900, in the Dan Region IS173,- 
300 and in the South 13142,300. 


An increase of more than 10 per 
cent In one month means' an in- 
crease for recipients of National In- 
surance payments eligible for 
social benefits (those who have lit- 
tle or no other income). In June 
their pensions will go up by n per 
cent — which includes a 8 per cent 
rise already decided upon by the 
economic cabinet. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz wants to raise 
National Insurance pensions each 
time the index goes up by . 5 per 
cent, not 10 per cent. In effect, this 
would mean an adjustment every 
month. 

Hurvltz’a adviser on administra- 
tion and economic planning, Ezra 
Sadan, said yesterday that the 
current inflation is the result of in- 
creased local demand on one hand 
and increased injection of currency - 
on the other. He doesn’t believe 
anything can be dox^ about in- 
creasing taxes now, and says 
measures 'must be taken in other 
areas. 

- Th e coordinator of the Alignment 
faction on the Knesset Finance 
Committee, Adi Amoral, said 
yesterday that for two-figure infla- 
tion in one month Hurvitz would go 
down in history as the “greatest 
printer in Israel." He insisted that 
the Likud admit Its failure and 
return its mandate to the voter. 


Turkey bans sugar 

« 

ANKARA (Reuter). — The Turkish 
government banned the sale of 
sugar in the country from midday 
yesterday, pending new price in- 
creases, the state radio reported. 

The government's announcement 
said the ban would last until midday 
tomorrow, until when all wholesale 
dealers are obliged to report their 
stocks to authorities. 

Turkey recently started to import 
sugar for the first time in more than 
15 yean because of a serious fall In 
production. Many sugar refineries 
have been operating at less' than 
half capacity due. to shortage ot fuel 
since the winter months, according 
to officials. 


HEALTH. — A special committee 
to coordinate health .services in 
Jerusalem met yesterday for the 
first time. Chairman of the group is 
Prof. Baruch Modan, director- 
general of the Health Ministry.

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Sadat’s shock tactic 

THE SUSPENSION of the autonomy talks, decreed by Presi- 
dent Sadat a week ago, has now led to their rupture, also decid- 
ed by President Sadat. 

Sad at -watchers, especially In this country, who thought they 
had grown wise to the Egyptian leader's shock tactics, will now 
have to revise their estimates. Early this week they still thought 
that the proper response to the unilateral break-off in the 
negotiations was to sit tight, and wait for Mr. Sadat to resume 
the talks when he saw fit. 

The first inkling that the present crisis might be rather more 
acute than that occasioned by the sudden, arbitrary recall of the 
Egyptian delegation to the early peace talks in Jerusalem, in 
January 1978, came in Mr. Sadat's address in parliament 
Wednesday morning. There he pledged to start the tnilm anew — 
but not actually to resume them. 

What he plainly meant, as this newspaper's Middle East Af- 
fairs editor pointed out, was that the next stage, whether before 
or after May 26, would have to start from a new set of premises. 
In other words, the discussions would only be revived if Israel 
first withdrew what Egypt viewed as its untenable claims. 

This was said on Wednesday, and the date Is important. For 
the timing deflates the Impression which Cairo's official com- 
munique yesterday attempted to convey, that Mr. Sadat’s deci- 
sion had been swayed by the Knesset's decision later in the day 
to refer MK Geula Cohen's Jerusalem bill to the Law Com- 
mittee. 

Surely Egypt’s president had been told on more than one occa- 
sion, by Premier Begin himself, that Israel considered 
Jerusalem its inalienable capital forever. 

What the Knesset did was to provide Mr. Sadat, however, with 
a convenient excuse for not resuming the talks at this time. The 
wily Ms. Cohen could not be happier over the effect of her move. 
But the Knesset Members to the left of her, from both coalition 
and opposition benches, who followed her lead, did not intend it. 

Thus again Israel has contrived to help Egypt place the blame 
for a diplomatic crisis upon Israel. This is, by all odds, an. in- 
ferior position from which to start bilking autonomy a gain, «nH 
at this late date. 

Yet the talks will have to resume. It is in Egypt’s and Israel's 
interests that. they should. The practical alternatives are cer- 
tainly far less promising. 

If this country wishes to avoid a solution dictated from the out: 
side, even from the relatively benevolent U.S., it must, while in- 
sisting on Egypt's moderation, practise moderation itself. It 
need not, any more than Egypt, seek to determine the out- 
come of the transitional autonomy period at the very outset It 
cannot, any more than Egypt, expand the Camp David 
Agreements to mean what they plainly do not Intend. 

Thus while the security of Judea, Samaria and Gaza under the 
autonomy cannot largely be entrusted to the seif-rule council, 
as demanded by Egypt, it also cannot remain a sole monopoly 
of Israel. 

Above all, the negotiators must stop treading water — and ex- 
pend their intellectual' energies arguing that what they are do- 
ing is making progress. ■ '

A PREMARITAL contract which 
would circumvent “Injustice and 
cruelty" inflicted on women by rab- 
binical courts during divorce 
'procedures Is advocated in a new 
book entitled Divorce Cases in 
Modern Israel, by Lea Aln-Globe. 

Over 20 per cent of Israeli 
marriages end In divorce, accor- 
ding to the Ministry of Religious Af- 
fairs. The new book suggests ways 
of avoiding the undesirable conse- 
quences of Jewish law regulating 
divorce here, says the head of 
WIZO’a commission on the status of 
women, Tanya Lewenflsh. 
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Ain-Globe, an observant Jew, 
does not wish to disregard Kalacha 
but to implement It in ways adapted 
to modern life. She analyses 
religious Judges' literal approach to 
Halacha, charging that their lack of 
flexibility causes unnecessary 
anguish and often irreparable 
harm. 

The injustice inherent in the 
Halachic approach derives from its 
being man-made, which inevitably 
discriminates against women, 
charges Aln-Globe. M.T.

Beach, Florida, sends along a note 
of historical Interest based on his 
experiences In this country during 
World War II: 

“I was a drill Instructor in the 
British Army training Palestinian 
recruits in Sarafand. When The 
General Orders were published giv- 
ing Palestinian volunteers the right 
to wear the shoulder patch 
••PALESTINE." the Jewish 
soldiers rushed out to acquire this 
emblem. The Arab soldiers did not 
and - when questioned about It, 
replied, “We are not Palestinians, 
we are Arabs."

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Post Military Correspondent HIRSH GOODMAN reviews 
four major policy issues which indicate flaws in Israel’s 
decision-m'aking process — and in its decision-makers. 


PEOPLE at the executive level of 
the defence and sedurlty establish- 
ment are more perplexed than 
usual these days. They sense, 
perhaps as never before, that the 
world they are dealing with is 
changing by leaps and bounds. And 
yet. those who are responsible for 
understanding the new realities 
seem Incapable of keeping up with 
events. 

This has' produced three results: 
an operational vacuum where no 
local initiative is shown; a usurpa- 
tion of power by those who have 
shown too much initiative, and a 
series of bad decisions, which 
should have been moulded' by 
foresight and prudence, made in 
haste while chasing events. 

For the defence ministry and that 
segment of the prime minister’s of- 
fice which -Is responsible for the 
security services, accelerated 
change has been the order of the 
day, especially .over the past two 
years. We are living in the post- 
peace era with Egypt; defence 
budgets have been slashed for the 
first time in the country’s history; 
political change In the ad- 
ministered territories is more ap- 
parent now than at any time over 
the past 13 years; there are chang- 
ing alliances in the Arab world 
which must lead to a change In 
strategic and tactical thinking; the 
situation In South Lebanon con- 
tinues to be fluid, with unexpected 
international reactions to events 
there; the “special relationship’’ 
with the U.S. seems to be In a state 
of re-definition, and there has been 
a tremendous injection of modern 
technology and weaponry into 
enemy states. There Is — and has 
been — dramatic change on almost 
all fronts, including those Inside 
Israel where, perhaps more than at 
any time since statehood, public 
opinion is polarized to the point 
where it could have an effect on the 
country's security. 

THE GOVERNMENT as a whole, 
with Its ministers appearing as a 
microcosm of the Knesset and Its 
divergent factions rather than a 
cohesive policy-making body, is 
largely responsible for the general 
state of affairs. 

Against this background Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizmari often com- 
es across as an island of rationality 
at the cabinet table. He may be; 
after all, everything is relative. But 
a close examination, of -Weizmato-'s. 
own performance’ on at leaslTfour" 
major policy issues over the past 
year gives one cause for doubt. 

In February this year, for exam- 
ple, a decision was made 1 at the 
- defence ministry, after weeks of 
deliberation, that Israel would go 
ahead and produce Its own fighter 
plane, the Lavle. 

The decision was publicly an- 
nounced in early March and a 
general outline -laid out whereby it 
was understood that the aircraft 
would he built around a General- 
Electric 404 engine; that |750m. 
would be required to develop It and 
a further $200m. to set up a produc- 
tion line. It was also understood 
that the development of the Lavle 
would be undertaken In conjunction 
with the continued purchase of 
front-line American aircraft: the F- 
19, F-lfl and F-18. 

To this day, there is no dear, or 
even relatively clear, concept about 
the Lavle. The air force and the 
Israel Aircraft Industries are still 
in the initial stages of working up 
their requirements. There is no In- 
dication of what the plane will even- 
tually cost, or what avionics and 
electronics It will have. No position 
has been formulated as to whether 
any of the three American com- 
panies Interested in entering 
production or marketing aspects of 
the aircraft will be allowed to do so. 
There Is not even a clear articula- 
tion of what the plane's precise role 
will be. 

The announcement that the plane 
would be built around a 404 engine 
was made to the press before the 
matter had been agreed with the 
U.S. Despite the minister’s own ad- 
mission that the Lavie's Impact on 
the country's economy > would be 
major, the decision was taken ' 
without consulting any Treasury of- 


ficials — or -any economic offici a ls 
outside the defence establishment. 

In retrospect, it is clear that the 
i announcement was made before 
any of the real decisions had been 
taken, leaving the way wide open to 
scepticism about both the 
seriousness of the project as a 
whole and whether it will ever get 
'off the ground. And this with a 
potential investment of over 81 b. 

ANOTHER EXAMPLE came in 
November 1979, with the announce- 
ment by the defence minister at a 
Tress conference that he had decid- 
ed to go ahead and set up the much- 
debated and highly-controverslal 
Ground Forces Command for the 
army and re- enlist the services of 
Aluf Israel Tal for the job. 

Firstly, the press was told about 
the decision before it had been 
presented for final approval to the 
general stall — a l&ct that caused 
understandable resentment among 
all the senior officers present and 
Increased the resolve of those 
generals who had decided to oppose 
the move. 

-Secondly, and more incredibly, 

- the decision was announced before 
the IDF had undertaken any of the 
' leg-work which la supposed to be an 
Integral part of the decision- 
making process. 

Only after the November an- 
nouncement, which led to the actual 
resignation (later retracted) of one 
general, the threatened 
resignations of three others, and 
which was made against the ex- 
press wishes of the chief of staff, 
was the army charged with looking 
Into the project to check its 
feasibility. 

When Weizman told a press con- 
ference last November of his deci- 
sion to establish the Grotmd Forces 
Command, it was not clear to him, 
or anyone else, how many men the 
command would require, whether it 
would draw field officers away 
from already undermanned posts 
or what it would cost The minister . 
made his decision on nothing more 
than the casual opinions of those 
senior officers he had consulted. 

But despite that the decision was 
announced, Tal was appointed, 
resignations were tendered and a 
public debate was generated. -And 
to this day we do not have a Ground 
Farces Command. Moreover, the 
chances are that we may never 
have one. 

. April l, 1980 .had been set a&.the 
final date for the belated staff work- 
to be completed and for the chief of 
staff to make a decision on whether 
he wanted the command. 

We are now in mid-May and the 
staff work has yet to be completed. 
The whole process is almost 
Kafkaeique and -apparently void of 
any logic. 

BUT While the decision-making 
process on both the Lavle and the 
Ground Forces Command indicates 
administrative incompetence and a 
lack of profundity* one i* doubly 
perplexed- when examining the 
defence ministry’s thinking on how 
to cope with the critical situation in 
South Lebanon and the ad- 
mlnlstered'territories. 

The question was recently posed 
as to what would have happened if 
Christian Militia leader Major 
Sa’ad Haddad had been killed, not 
slightly Injured, when his jeep hit a 
mine last month. What would the 
alternative have been. The question 
was answered with a blank stare. 

Apparently, there la no alter- 
native. No replacement for Haddad - 
has been groomed, and there is a 
consensus among military men in 
Israel that the major's deputies are 
incompetent 

But more pertinent, has any 
thought been given to whether It is 
In Israel's interest to replace Had- 
dad at all?" And what thought had 
been given to the situation In the 
light of the recent international cen- 
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sure of Israel's alleged involvement 
with Haddad after last month's kill- 
ing of three members of the Irish 
UNXFZL contingent in South' 
Lebanon? in general, what thought 
has been given to Israel's South 
Lebanese policy? 

All agree that at best Israel's 
policy in South Lebanon Is ad hoc, 
with the only constant factor being 
the phraseology repeated by 
government officials after each in- 
cident, regardless of the essence of 
the incident itself. 

But nobody is seriously question- 
ing whether the catch-phrases 
should be re-examined in the light 
of the highly volatile international 
reactions to Israel’s policies and 
the apparent harm that is done to 
Israel’s position on other, perhaps 
more important, fronts. . 

* Those "who should know are un- 
able to remember the last serious 
in-depth discussion or re-appraisal 
of the Lebanese situation In any 
defence forum with the minister 
which was not a meeting to discuss 
Israel’s specific reaction to this 
terrorist attack, or that Haddad 
aberration. 

Instead, we have a situation 
where the army and the. defence 
ministry, on the one hand, and the 
defence ministry and the foreign 
ministry on the other,' are at cons- 
tant loggerheads with each other. 

BUT THE REAL, and most 
frightening, oversight is in regard 
to dealing with the changing 
realities on the West Bank and 
Gaza. That Weizman has visited the 
territories to speak to the leaders 
only twice in three years' Is well 
known. But even If he had consulted 
them more often, it would not have 
changed the political reality In the 
territories today — one that Israel 
is clearly incapable of understan- 
ding and, as a result; dealing with. 

According to those at the highest 
level of the security establishment, 
a far greater potential danger to 
Israel's security is posed by the 
“new nationalism" in the 
territories than by actual acts of 
terror. We have learned to live with 
and control the latter. We still have 
not the slightest idea how to deal 
with the former. 

No clear policy Is being channell- 
ed to the security establishment on 
how to deal with such a 
phenomenon as the West Bank 
Council for National Guidance, 13 of 









THE CAMP DAVID Accords and 
the s ubsequent peac e agreement 
with Egypt ushered In a whole new 
reality. Israel recognised the- 
"legitimate rights" of the 
Palestinians and the three parties 
to the agreement — Israel, the U.S. 
and Egypt — stipulated that the 
Palestinians In the territories 
organize themselves politically so 
as to enter the debate on their own 
fixture. 

How, then, is one to deal with a 
political leadership whose 
legitimate rights have been 
recognized and whose political 
organization has been sanctioned, 
but who don't happen to agree with 
you? Up to what point Is disagree- 
ment acceptable and when does It 
become a threat to the security of 
the state? 

Answers to these questions must 
be given as guidelines to those 
responsible for security. However, 
they are answers that have so far 
not been forthcoming because, to 
hear those in charge of executing 
policy tell It, the policy-makers 
refuse to recognize the problem. 

THREE WEEKS AGO. the night 
before the 'Hebron murders, the 
defence ministry — after a 
protracted debate — decided upon a 
hard-handed policy toward those in 
the territories who insist on “mak- 
ing trouble” — expulsions, demoli- 
tion of houses, curfews. Despite the 
entirely new character of the 
“trouble," they adopted exactly the 
same formula a decade ago. 
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jectionist terrorist factions, and 
which is known to use threat and 
worse to extract subservience from 
those Palestinians who may be in 
favour of a more moderate stance. 

There is no longer any clear 
definition of what constitutes, 
seditious behaviour, and what la 
consistent with Israel’s democratic 
perceptions; when activists are to 
be arrested and when they are to be 
tolerated. 


The problem is that we are not 
living a decade ago and the 
solutions (If one wants to call them 
that) of Ariel Sharon in Gaza In the 
early 1970s are not applicable today 
to the West Bank, whose political 
future is in the process of being 
debated. No wonder, then, that the 
hard-handed policy has solved 
nothing and, by the way, caused 
Israel more harm than could have 
been anticipated. 
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
